W ashington, Dec. 4.—It was stated 
at the war departm ent that the de­ 
cisions of tho United States supreme 
court in the insular cases do not call 
for any change In the existing tariff 
arrangem enots in the Philippines, and 
that It was not even deemed neoes 
sary to Issue instructions to the civil 
governor of the islands on the subject 
aa a consequence of the decisions. 
Secretary Root has had several con­ 
ferences with other officials in regard 
to the enactm ent of legislation neces­ 
sary to meet existing conditions, but 
he said today that as he had not yet 
received an official copy of the court's 
decisions he was unable even to In­ 
dicate what steps should be taken. 
The secretary of the treasury issued 
to collectors of customs in the United 
States a telegraphic order directing 
them to admit free of duty goods im 
ported from the Philippine islands.
